There was fire in the eye of John I. 


Beggs Tuesday morning when, after

The suit is cne for $25,000 which Wil- 
liam Blankston demands for injuries 
received August 30, when he was thrown 
from an Olive street car at Twenty-first 
street and fell under the wheels, suf- 
fering the loss of a leg. 

Three additional subpenas were served 
on Mr. Beggs by Lawrence Kierman, a 
process server, as the traction magnate 
was leaving Judge Kinsey's courtroom. 
This time Mr. Beggs is desired as a wit- 
ness in the cases of Edna Lee Monroe, 
Mrs. Lizzie Jerome and Ulysses Monroe, 
who have filed damage sults against the 
United Railways Co. 

Was Swearing When Attacked. 

Because of the plaintiff's own testi- 
mony that he was swearing on the 
front platform when the crew attacked 
him, Judge Kinsey ruled he had no 
claim to punitive damages. 

It was in this connection that Attor- 
ney George Safford for the plaintiff 
wanted Col. Beggs to testify. Upon 
hearing the Court's ruling, Safford, not 
wholly -able to conceal a grin, an- 
nounced: 

“In that case, I don’t think we will 
need Col. aby, longer, and. he is 
at Mberty to depart.” 

John I. Beggs was @ common witness, 
summoned on a common subpena just 
like anybody else.

WOMAN ACCUSED. 
WITH SCHNECK | 
KEEPS SILENCE 


Refuses to Testify Regarding 
Letters Alleged Wife Mur- 
derer Wrote.

OTTAWA, Kan., Apri] 21.—The trial 
of Frank Schneck, charged with .the 
murder of his wife and two children, 
was resumed in the Circuit Court this 
morning. 

Frank Hodges today testified to hav- 
ing met on the Centropolis road about 3 
a. mn. the day of the murder a rig occu- 
pled by persons, one of whom he be- 
lieved was Frank Schneck. 

Mrs. W. F. Englebright lived about 
half a block west of the Schneck home. 
At midnight, Feb. 3, she saw a lighc in 
the west bedroom window of the 
Schneck home. She saw a man at the 
window, bending forward. ‘I felt cer- 
tain that it was Frank Schneck,”’ said 
the witness. 

State Closes Its Case. 

The State rested at 105, asking leave 
to submit the whisky bottle found on 
the Centropolis road by Wilson, the copy 
book in which the alleged suicide note 
was written and which the State had 
shown was written after the murders oc- 
curred, and the small case knife found 
under Jane Schneck’s body. 

John Wilson, a mail carrier between 
Ottawa and Centropolis, testified late 
Monday that on the day the bodies of 
Mrs. Schneck and the children were 
found he saw the tracks of a single rig 
in the snow as he was driving from 
Centropolis. A liftre further on his 
horses shied at a spot in the snow. 

Bloodstains in Snow. 

For a space of three feet, he said, it 
looked as though blood-stained hands 
had been washed there. He also saw 
tracks of overshoes near by, and a 
quart whisky bottle.

Poor Lo Big Chief found the road 
so rocky Monday morning that he ex- 
pressed a wish to return to the gold- 
en prairies of the West, where the 
ground is softer.

HOUSTwu.N, Tex., April 21.—Eugene C. 
Payne, a well-known real estate dealer 
and connected with several of the best 
families of Texas and Mississippi, shot 
and almost instantly killed Amelia Cox, 
a light colored negress, better known as 
Dot Lehmann and Dot Dennis, about 
midnight last night and then turned the 
weapon upon himself, sending two bul- 
lets through his own brain, dying imme- 
diately.

Wrong to Charge That Presi- 
dent Was Influenced by 
Color,.He Declares. 





WASHINGTON, April 21.—Strenuously 
insisting that the evidence produced by 
the Senate committee which investi- 
gated the incident proved without doubt 
that members of the Twenty-fifth negro 
infantry were responsible for the ‘‘shoot- 
ing up"’ of Brownsville, Tex., in August, 
1906, Senator Warner of Missouri to- 
day addressed the Senate at length. 

He presented the administration side 
of the case. At the outset he declared 
that the question of the facts should 
be answered without race or color preju- 
dice, and he regretted ‘‘a studious and 
systematic effort’’ had been made to 
arouse the race feeling of the negroes 
of the country against the President 
because of his action in the matter. 
He sald: 

“It Is incredible to me that any in- 
telligent man, white or black, should 
have the hardihood to charge that the 
President, in issuing the order discharg- 
ing those soldiers, was _ influenced 
‘against them by reason of their color.” 

He declared that he was convinced 
that the attitude of the Brownsville 
people toward the troops was unjust, 
but that the troops’ resentment should 
not have prompted the raid. He de- 
clared that he was forced to the con- 
clusion that members of Companies B, C 
and D, whose identity has not been 
shown, ‘“‘made the midnight assault on 
the sleeping and helpless citizens of 
Brownsville.’’

Helie de Sagan N Makes Pious Reply 
to Question as to His Ex-

PARIS, April 21.—Prince Helie de Sa- 
gan gave an interview at the house of 
a friend last night before he left for 
Naples, in which he admitted that he 
Was going to Italy to meet Mme. Anna 
Geuld, formerly Countess de Castellane, 
to whom he Is reported to be engaged. 
He refused to give any intimation as 
to when and where the marriage would 
take place, saying piously: “‘The future 
is in the hands of God.”

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Mystery of Discovery On Sandy Hook Solved 
by Mother of Leader of Band Which 
Perished of Cold In 1783. 





NEW YORK, April 21.—The mystery 
of the unmarked grave containing a 
number of skeletons found the other 
day at Hancock on Sandy Hook, seems 
to have been solved. 

It is now believed the bones are the 
remains of a party of Englishmen who 
were cast away on Sandy Hook in 
1783, and buried where their frozen 
bodies were found. 

The grave was discovered by acci- 
dent the other day while men were ex- 
cavating for the foundations for the 
new gun mounts to be placed in the 
fort which is one of those designed 
to protect New York harbor. 

Stone in Trinity Solves Mystery. 

The supposed solution to the mystery 
is found in the inscription on a tablet 
in the sacristy of Old Trinity Church. 
The inscription is as follows: 

“At Sandy Hook lie interred (the bones 
of) the Honorable Hamilton Douglas 
Hallyburton, son of Sholto Charles, Earl 
of Morton and heir of the ancient fam- 





land, who perished on the coast with 12 
more young gentlemen and one com- 
mon seaman in the spirited discharge 
of duty on the 30th or 3lst of Decem- 
ber, 1783. Born on the 10th of October, 
1763. 

“A youth who, in contempt of hard- 
ship and danger, possessed of an ample 
fortune, served seven years in the Brit- 
ish Navy with a manly courage and 
seemed to deserve a better fate. 

Monumert Erected by Mother. 

“This plain monumental! stone is erect- 
ed by his unhappy mother, Katherine, 
Countess Dowager of Morton, to his dear 
memory and that of his unfortunate 
companions, James Champion, Lieuten- 
ant of Marines; Alexander Johnston, 
George Paddy, Robert Haywood, M.u- 
shipman Charles Gascoigne, Andrew 
Hamilton, William Scott, Davitt Reddile, 
William Thomlinson, William Wood, 
young gentlemen; George Towers, com- 
mon seaman: cast away and all found 
dead and frozen and buried in one 
grave.”

Hernian Billek, Convicted of 
Vzral Murder, Encouraged 
by His Reprieve.

CHICAGO, April 21.—Herman Billek. 
the necromancer whose execution has 
been postponed from next Friday until 
June 12, read his own palm this morn- 
ing and declared he would never hang. 
The reprieve was granted late vester- 
day afternoon by Gov. Deneen and the 
State Board of Pardons. 

Pinning his hope to new evidence his 
attorneys have discovered, and in the 
lines in his hand, the “witch doctor” is 
confident of salvation from the gallows. 

Has No “Gallows Line.” 

“I feel a prophetic sense that I will 
be freed,”’ he said. ‘Look, my hand 
has no stigmata of the gallows. There 
is a complete absence of the ‘gallows 
line’ which is found on the palms of all 
those born to be hanged.” 

The Rev. Father O'Callaghan. to whom 
Billek owes his reprieve, visited the con- 
demned man this morning. He showed 
him the new evidence on which so much 
depends. It is an anonymous letter 
furnishing the names of a woman and 
four men the writer declares were im- 
plicated in the Vzral murder plot.

The new evidence will be collated, and 
Attorney Hinckley, for Billek, will make 
it the basis of a petition for a supple- 
mentary hearing before the Pardon 
Board at an early date.

No one expected Adolphus Busch to return to 
Et. Louis a convert to prohibition, but that he 
has learned little about the movement and is in 
no position to contend with it effectively is shown 
by his remark that it is “insane, foolish and idi- 
otic,” and that its only supporters are “a lot of 
women and children and a number of reverend 
gentlemen.” 

From the financial standpoint nobody has more 
reason to fear prohibition than Mr. Busch. If 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicants is to be 
interdicted, his vast properties will be destroyed. 
That is the fate which has overtaken the brew- 
ing industry in some other states. Mr. Busch 


himself has felt the effects of the same blight. 
There are prohibition states on the northern,

DISCRIMINATION IN PUBLIC SERVICE. 

Good government is just government, and if 
we could have in all of our public affairs the 
justice and equality of which we hear so much, 
the problem of good government would be prac- 
tically solved. . 

We are a long ways, probably, from perfect 
equality in laws and their enforcement, but there 
is no reason why there should be palpable dis- 
crimination by public service corporations in 
their dealings with the public 

If some of the people using the street cars were 
charged 10 cents while others paid only 5 cents 
or 3 cents, the wrong would be no more pro- 
nounced than it is in the case of the electric light 
company which has rates four or five times as 
high for some people as it has for others. 

A public-service corporation which ventures to 
charge one man more than another must neces- 
sarily fix its rates arbitrarily, and with no better 
reason than its own caprice or interest. A con- 
dition of affairs in which such a corporation, de- 
pendant upon public grants for the privilege of 
doing business, can select classes to favor and set 
apart classes to oppress, is intolerable. It can 
be corrected without great difficulty, for all of its 
methods are known, or should be. 

The drift of laws cannot always be told in ad- 
vance, and the ingenuity of wrongdoing on the 
part of officeholders is incalculable, but the prob- 
lem presented in public service is simple and 
plain. Rates are reasonable and uniform or they 
are unreasonable and discriminating. Consumers 
who care to know whether they are one or the 
other may easily ascertain the facts and act ac- 
cordingly. 

There is a remedy at law for the unequal rates 
of the Union Electric Co. and the people will have 
only themselves to blame if they do not seek it.

Colored Fighter Hopes to Induce 
Burns to Sign for Champion- 
ship Battle.

NEW YORK, April 21.—After much 


unsuccessful bickering, Jack Johnson, 
the colored heavyweight, and his man- 
ager, Sam Fitzpatrick, will sail for 
England today to force Tommy Burns 
into a match for the championship of 
the world.

Burns is evidently not willing to get 
down to Mr. Johnson's plans right at 
the present time. He is living comfort- 
ably to the tune of about $25,000 a year 
on his reputation as champion and prob- 
ably sees no reason why he should sac- 
rifice this soft condition of affairs to 
gratify the whim of Johnson to cut a 
piece of the same pie. 

As long as there is chance of a good 
purse, with an easy mark awaiting him, 
Mr. Brusseau, as the champion’s fam- 
ily calls itself, will deny himself the 
pleasure of showing up the yellow streak 
in the bronze dinge. 

Johnson is really in earnest about 
fighting Burns, although the latter has 
too much money to put up as a side 
wager to suit the backers of Johnson. 
If Fitzpatrick can raise his $2500 ante 
in the way of a side bet to $5000 it is 
said by Burns’ representative that the 
colored fighter can get articles signed.

NEW YORK, April 21.—At the next 
meeting of the stewards of the Jockey 
Club @ rule will be passed which will 
prohibit trainers from frequenting the 
betting rings at all race tracks. This

It is the intention of the turf authori- 
ties to prevent as far as possible all 
chance of collusion between bookmakers 
and trainers and jockeys.
